Mildew Problem 
Can Be Solved 


One problem that plagues 
homeowners is the growth of 
mildew on painted surfaces. 
This condition is particularly 
prevalent during conditions of 
high 
humidity 
and 
warm 
temperatures. 


While there is no foolproof 
way to completely avoid this 
problem, there is something 
you can do to remove mildew 
once it has occurred. The Na- 
tional Paint and Coatings As- 
sociation (NPCA) advises that 
there are many good commer- 
cial cleaners on the market 
which are excellent for re- 
moving mildew and dirt from 
painted surfaces. Your local 
paint dealer can recommend 
a good one. It is important 
, that you follow the instruc- 
tions carefully. 


If you are unable to get a 
good commercial cleaner, you 
can prepare your own solu- 
tion, but NPCA cautions that 
it is dangerous to mix chemi- 
cals unless you know exactly 
what they contain and what 
reactions might occur. For ex- 
ample, 
household 
bleaches 
should never be mixed with 
ammonia or any detergents or 
cleaners containing ammonia. 
These mixtures can cause the 
formation of vapors which can 
be harmful if inhaled. 


NPCA recommends the fol- 
lowing procedure for consum- 
ers who want to mix their own 
mildew removal solution. (Be- 
fore working with this solù- 
tion, the Association recom- 
mends that you wear rubber 
gloves. 


Mix one quart household 
bleach and three quarts warm 
water. Scrub the mildewed 
surface thoroughly with this 
solution. Next, give the sur- 
face a thorough rinsing with 
fresh water. Be sure to wash 
your hands and arms well 
when you are through. 


The household bleach solu- 
tion 
will 
kill 
the 
mildew 
growth and remove it. Usual- 
ly, dirt will be removed by 
this treatment also. If dirt 
remains on the surface, wash 
with 
a 
detergent 
recom- 
mended for cleaning painted 
surfaces. Be sure to rinse all 
surfaces thoroughly with fresh 
water before painting.
